Does Not Bother Animals In The

Dr. Harry F. Nimphius, zoo die- 
tician, said the beasts adjusted them- 
selves so quickly to “foodless Sun- 
days”? that they no longer look for 
the meat wagon. :

“They worry less, as a matter of 
fact,” said Dr. Nymphius, ‘about the 
diminishing amount of red meat from 
their diets. than do some other ani- 
mals I know.”

CINNAMON ROLLS 
1 cup basic sponge 
% cup milk 
1 teaspoon salt 
3 tablespoons sugar u 
3 tablespoons butter (or lard) 
2% cups sifted. flour 
Scald milk and dissolve sugar and 
salt in same. Cool. Mix with sponge 
—add melted butter or lard and flour 
to make soft dough. Let rise until 
double in bulk (about 14 hours). 
Knead again—turn.on to board and 
roll out %-inch thick. Spread with 
melted butter, and sprinkle with 
sugar and cinnamon. Roll up like a 
jelly roll and cut off sections with 
sharp knife. Place these on-end in
